"At- the. lower end of Perdido 
Bay, fifteen railea from here, bad' a steady 
headwind, as uBual,' which made our prog- 
ress veryjlow. Would lack. out and tack 
hack and -gain a little' every time.. We 
tacked so many times the ladies said we 
had tacks enough to tack every carpet in 
Baldwin county, ^Alabama.'.

After following the shore about a mile we 
came to Captain Walker's, where we were 
to stay, about one mile from'the gulf: We 
stayed there five days and enjoyed every

It is a grand sight to stand at the pass 
and see the gulf,' watching the surf, the 
immense swella. and breakers, the beach 
covered with shells of many kinds, : some of 
them very rare, As you look in .the pass,' 
or channel where the bay empties into the 
gulf; yon can see many fish'of various kinds, 
an occasional.. shnrk and any amount of 
poropoisea playing nround and, jumping 
out of the .water. They come very'close to 
you and close to a boat. They will .weigh 
from C00 "to 1,000 poundfl. . March 8, Cap- 
tain, Walker 'a family joined our party and 
we' had a'ptcnic dinner iu the shade of 
magnolia trees. After dinner .the Captain 
took his sloop and gave us a fine Bail. 
Landed us on the beach to gather shells. 
We were bo busy we hardly noticed a dark 
cloud coming up from the- northwest until 
the distant thunder warned us it was time 
to be going, Our party .waa'so scattered 
that by the time' we gtt'thera^together the 
storm was quite near us, and a bad looker 
it was.' Our course was to the north and 
the storm met ua in the middle of the'bay, 
coming from the north; It was a bad one.

Northern Securities Company Defeated 

- By the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States Monday in the case of the 
government against the Northern Securi- 
ties company Congress is again declared to 
have auprenie authority over and control 
of commerce ' between the states. Laws 
paused by Congress and which are in ac- 
cord with r the cons! it u lion . cannot be. Bet 
aaide'by any device or combination created 
under the taws of a atato. 

Congress does not ■ invade the. reserved 
rights of tW.atates when it attempts to 
regulate interstate commerce in behalf of 
the "people of the nation, .The anti-truBt 
act was declared constitutional. 

* T he court' found ( that .the . . Northern ^Se- 
ciirUies compluiy fwai' "a device created un-. 
der a etatelaw'to" defeat the: will o£ Con- 
gress aB; ex pressed in. the, antiftrust .act." 
/The court held that the evidence showed 
that the . ■ Northern \ Securities company 
tended to operate'iu restraint of trade as a 
combination and as a monopoly, all in vio- 
lation of the mandate of 1 Congress. 
' The alErmatidn in -full oE'the.decree of 
the lower court dissolves the Northern 
Securities company by granting the In- 
junction prayed by the government. . 

The. decree, of the lower court in sub- 
stance enjoined the company from . voting 
its holdings of, the Great .Northern and 
Northern Pacific stock and from otherwise 
exercising any control over the iwo roads 
by virtue of such holdings and enjoined 
tho two roads from. paying any dividends 
to tho Securities company. 
,-"The decision is 'most sweeping and "far 
reaching jn its nature. The .majority of 
the. court brushed aside all "abstract ques- 
tions/' as Justice Harlan said, "walked 
rough shod over nil the straw. men Bet up, 
and went straight at the -fundamental 
proposition that a monopoly cannot take 
advantage of a* chartcr-from ".a state to 
hamper or auppresa.the commerce of, the 
whole.Tiation, - ,;- : - ; 

The decision was in broad terms' and ex-; 
amplification o£ what~in ' England would 
be a common law principle, that the peo- 
ple fcannot bo oppressed by a monopoly. 
The 'court,, however, did not take its stand 
on common law principleB/.butfell back- on 
tho statute enacted by Congress to 'govern 
suchpases, and which' the court ' held to be 
applicable to the case at bar, 

The majority opinion was careful to re- 
frain from discussing the economic wisdom 
or unwisdom of tho'.nnti-trust^nct. The 
court took paiuato point out that such'dis- 
cuasion 'was passed over and that it was not 
the court's function to decide economic 
polioie'a ennted into law by Congress. Jus- 
tice Harlan rather whimsically pointed out 
that; dissatisfaction ;witli .tbo\coursa of 
Congress could only be vented by electing 
a new set of Senators aud ■Representatives.

A Desperate Attempt, to Join the 
' ; FIeet,at the : 'Siberlab Stronghold 
Where Decks are JJetter 

That' -'thV E-usBian fleet at.Pcirt Arthur 
baa attempted a dash for Vladivostok, to 
join the ■ cruisers there, ia believed, al- 
though confirmation of the report has not 
been received. 

Recent scouting by the Japanese fleet/at 
Port Arthur has failed to discover any* 
signs of the Russian warahipa, and it is 
considered more than possible' that an at- 
tempt has been made to reach the Siberian 
port, where larger Bbips can he docked and 
where the Russian fleet would he re-en- 
forced by tbe four cruisers of jtoe Vladi- 
vostok squadron. 

.That the Ruaaians feel it is hopeless to 
continue at Port Arthur is the opinion at 
Tokio,' and while it ib felt that there -is 
little chance pi the fleet passing Admiral 
Togo's squadron without s deaperatb bat- 
tle, yet it might be done, and if it was.it 
would be worth' all the risk which attended 
it; .. ' -; 

Admiral Togo ia unwilling to split hiB 
battle-ship sqaudron into two fleets and 
continues to operate the six battle-ships 
together: 

The Russian' cruiser Diana was badly 
damaged in a sea battle which occurred off 
Port Arthur on Sunday, but of which no 
particulars* have as yet been given out by 
either aide. % 

The'erjgagement'.was'not a long one, but 
was fiercely fought while it lasted, .Twenty 
or thirty ahells'.were fired by each side. 

A well informed Russian correspondent 
states: that according to information re- 
ceived in St. Petersburg by relatives' of 
high officials nt -Port Arthur, the, latest 
Japanese attack of March 10 inflicted great 
'damage on the fortifications and the' town,' 
' Nearly all tbe ships lying in the .harbor 
were damaged, and the cruiser Pal lada) 
which was in dock, wsa struck twice.

A apecinl, commission 
under Count liolaki, which was appointed 
immediately after tbe outbreak, of war, 
with the object of effecting economies in 
the imperial exchequer, has' estimated . the 
amount of possible savin ga at 134,000,000 
rubles. The greater part of this. sum is 
accounted for by reductions- in. the esti- 
mates of the ministries of, railways and 
communications.

Japuneie Fleet Makes n Furious At- 
tack on the City. 

Consternation reigned last week among 
tho Russians In Newchwang over tho 
sudden' advance Of the Japanese forces. 
Not only have Dnlny and Port Arthur 
been subjected to a furious bombard- 
ment, but the Jaopnncse troops are lu 
force In Manchuria west of the Yalu, 
hastening inland by forced marches, bent 
on flnnklng tho Russian position and cut- 
ting tlie army of the Czar off from its 
base. 

After keeping out of sight for several 
dnys Admiral Togo's big fleet of Japan- 
ese warships .suddenly reappeared before 
Port Da lay and began n furious bom* 
bnrdment of the city nnd the fortifica- 
tions along tlie shore ot Tallen-wan hay. 
After keeping up a terrific cannonading 
for some time the fleet suddenly drew off 
and btciuncd southward to Port Arthur, 
about forty mites away, and renewed the 
atack ou that city. 

At Dnlny, mindful ot the elaborate 
system of mines .with which Russia has 
protected this harbor, the fleet kept at a 
considerable uistnnco from tho Bhore, 
thus nt the same time avoiding the mines 
and keeping out of range of tho guus 
of the shore batteries.. Admiral Togo 
ls'Saldto have had' fifteen ^warships un- 
der his comntniid, 

Wlulo these operations of the licet 
were in progress, it Isbelieved, n force 
of Jnpnuesc troops was landed betweeu 
Antungaud Tnku-Clwn, to. tke'east of 
the hi i) u tli of the Yalu river, Tho at- 
tack on Dnlny and- Port Arthur was 
probably made to draw the attention of 
the Russians from these poiuts while ths 
lauding wns effected.

Newchwang. ' The Russians are strong- 
ly entrenched with 33,000 men at- Liao*

with loss. The Japanese are using the 
snrno tactics and are advancing on tin 
same route as they employed during 
their war with China*. ■

Cheng. Four four-Inch siege guns-wen 
brausht by rail to Newchwang and plac- 
ed In the. fort at the river mouth. The 
British and American consuls, advised 
the immediate departure of women and 
children from Newchwang.

BELL HAS CURIOUS HISTORY, 

State Is Presented with Relic of tlia 
Mexican Wnr. 

A bell with 'a remarkable history 1b to 
be presented to the Stnta of IIIIuoIh by 
St Joseph's Church, a congregation of 
Tazewell County, The bell wilt be a 
fitting companion in point of historical 
Interest to tho. famous wooden leg, of; 
Gen. Santa Anbi captured during, the. 
Mexican" wnr,'auu* which now Is* the ob- 
ject of Buck' curious Interest In, com-: 
puny 'VI th. other relics hi Memorial Hall,' 
Springfield. Tho' prospective compmilqn 
of the leg 1 is n bell cast' In Vnllodollid, 
Spain, uml captured a few "days beforo 
tlie leg. and by the same Illinois sol- 
diers. ;They packed the bell In a hogs- 
head of straw, and directed It to Pekln, 
where It arrived several uioulhs Inter.' 
At that time Fekln'-had no rullroiida aud 
Its truffle with, the outside wprld wns'liy, 
stc ii ni boat. The bell fell into the hands 
of the captain' of the L'ralrle State. Ho 
needed a bell find mounted 'It upon his 
bont, where It sounded for. several years.. 
Then one day the Pruirle State got into 
a race with another river' steamer- and 
blew up,near the Pekin landing. A dozen 
people,. were, killed nnd. the bell blown 
off Into the river. It rested there a 
couple of years until It wns found by 
youngsters In, swimming. The next heard 
of the bell it was 'over n little 'frame 
Methodist Church. After the lapse. .'of 
several years.- the congregation built 'a 
new' and larger church and the bell was 
sold "to "the St. Joseph's parish, which 
was erecting Its. first church. Now the 
latter parish Is erecting a . fine ' new 
church and the bell will go to the .State.

He declared It to bo 
Unnecessary to determine the right of 
owners of railroad stock to sell the prop- 
erty, Nor was It true, ho added, that 
the. right of the securities company to 
own and hold railroad 'stock is the only 
Question Involved. 'Such contentions are 
wide of, tho mark — mere men of . straw. 
All that tlie government complains of Is

Justice Harlan Bnid that in this 
day there should bo no doubt of 
the complete power of- Congress to- 
control interstate commerce.

Damaga If»« Bee a Wrought 

■nd. Several Drowned, 

From nil parts of the country come 
reports that the annual spring floods 
are raging.. In some 'sections— qrlhci- 
pally In- the East, where the snowfall 
has been the greatest in years— -many 
have been, drowned, n vast amount of 
damage ' has been done, ; the danger' from 
rising water and ice gorges Is Increasing 
and hundreds of Ires are' imperiled. 

In Pennsylvania a 00-foot flood sw«pt 
down the north branch' of the 'Susque- 
hanna. ; Thousands of people, fled from 
their homes to tho mountains, -while 
many, others* were caught, before they 
could escape. The railroads and the' 
mines are submerged and every town' 
nlong the river between Wilkesbarre and 
Siinbury Is Inundated, It Is expected that 
there ma; have been a heavy loss of life 
In tho farming districts, where the floods 
came without' tho least' warning. The 
Susquehanna , river between Wilkesbarre 
and Sunbury, a distance of ' sixty-four 
miles, is now ono Bolld mass of Ice. An 
lea gorge three miles north of Wilkes- 
barre Is. threatening serious damage. 

At ,Burwood and Westinoor the resi- 
dents: were. -compelled to leaTe their 
homes in boats. Tho railroad track at 
Catawissn has been washed nwny. At 
Mlddlcton the suffering Is greater thao 
in any other portion of tho flooded re- 
gion. The Borough Council has .sub- 
scribed $500 for the relief of the flood 
sufferers and the Y. M. 0. A building 
has been 'transformed Into a temporary 
hospital. 

At Harrlsburg tho situation in the 
■flooded region Is critical and the people 
are preparing for the worst. In tiie 
Delaware valley rain fell In torrents snd 
unless the weather should get suddenly 
colder one of thb most destructive floods 
In the history of the valley Is predicted. 
Half a million dollars will not cover the 
damage done by the flood In the vicinity 
of Allentowu, It was the worst experi- 
enced In fifty years, though It raged for 
only twelve hours. 

From nil over tho eastern section of 
Pennsylvania come reports of danger 
from the floods. Already the damage \^ 
enormous. York, Beading, Allentown, 
Bloomsburg,' Pottsvillo, Rupert I*oMgh- 
ton and Sunbury are among tho cities 
that have suffered worst Loss of life is 
reported at many points.

Modern Farm Ldfs. 

la the course of n speech before the 
farmers of Whitman county, Washlne- 
ton, Gov. Henry McBride'snid: "Farm 
life is not what it was twenty-flvo 
years ago. You have more of the com- 
forts and conveniences of life.' You 
are not so Isolated. The building of 
railroads, the extension of tbo tele- 
graph and! telephone systems, the con- 
struction of highways, and Increased 
mnll facilities have brought the fanner 
In closer touch with the world at large. 
The farmer of today, especially In lo- 
calities covered by Iho free rural de- 
livery By stem, receiving as ho does 
his dally mall, Is aswell posted and 
can feel the great throbbing pulse of 
humanity as well as the dweller in the 
elty. 

"Thla Is In utter contrast with tha 
loneliness pervading the farm life in 
former -years— a lonetinesathat tempt- 
ed many a boy and girl cityward 
when, In many Instances, It would have 
been much bettor for thorn bad they 
remained In their old homes, i With 
the rapid advancement along material 
lines; — with better .schools— with great- 
er .opportunities for Boetn) -intercourse 
— with the opening up of all the ave- 
nues of Information, thus bringing It 
in eloBer touch with: the great outside 
world, farm life has. become more at- 
tractive, -and there 1b no longer danger 
of tho urban population increasing 
at the expense of the rural. And this 
Is well; for an intelligent, contented, 
Bturdy seK-rallantcJass devoted to ag- 
ricultural pursuits 1b one of the chief 
bulwarks of any state or nation,". 



Explanation of this ttlis In Price Doe* 
Not Xnll'y Kxpluln. 

In the speculative market the price of 
May wheat reached $1.00 on account of 
the war In the East, as market reports 
say. This explanation does not explain, 
however, ns fully as it might, for May 
wheat Is not actually on tho market, and 
.demand fpr it Is not real but merely, 
speculative. Before' May wheat 1b mar- 
keted tlie war may bo over. and the ac- 
tual demand for It may be only ordinary. 
Consequently the war, in tho Bast has 
very little to do with tho present price 
of May wheat; it is being used OS pre- 
text for raising tho price, or, to put it 
another way, it Is being employed by 
those who want to run the price up, they 
taking' Uio risk of tho price they bet on v 

So far. as the consumer Is concerned 
tho war might ob .well nctunlly incrcaso 
tho price of wheat, for tho price fixed In 
ilio' speculative market Is made the basis 
of trade. For instance, the speculative 
price of wheat has already resulted in 
an advance of 75 cents a barrel In. the 
prii'e of flour,- cottvithstondlng tii e wheat 
from which tho flour • Is mnda wan pur- 
chased at the price ' provnlllng long be- 
fore this Eastern war broke out And 
this 75 cents Increase has been demanded 
of the consumer without a single barrel 
of flour having been shipped to either of 
the belligerents in this En stern war, so 
for as the government reports show. This' 
Is the way a fictitious price on the specu- 
lative market affects the consumer. 

The only, way In- which this war can 
legitimately affect the price of wheat la 
for It to i bo prolonged .till both Russia 
and Japan exhaust their supplies, which 
will bo for some years. When, these 
countries begin to fall short at homo they 
will buy. abroad and' not till then, bo- 
caunaj of the risk of confiscation of 'each 
other's orders. Besides, RusbIs will bay 
very little of this country so long hi her 
people entertain the resentment they now 
bars against America an, and Japan re- 
quires' foodstuffs, that can better bt sup- 
plied by Chins. When one gets down to 
hard facts there Is very little ground for 
expecting very much trade on account of 
this war, certainly not $2,000,000,000 
worth as one paper predicts, though the 
war last years.
